"Woalthy England. 

A gentleman, who twelve years ago 
passed on from a .series of visits among 
the aristocracy of birth in England to 
be the guest of several members of the 
aristocracy of wealth, said that he was 
much impressed by the signs of money 
in the latter ease as compared with the 
former. In many of the stately homes 
of England, faded damask and thread- 
bare carpets may be found in conjunc- 
tion with beautiful old plate and linn 
pictures. Everything is of good quali- 
ty, bul it is frequently very well worn; 
Whereas, in the houses of the great 
money magnate.: the upholstery is new, 
fresh, and resplendent, for that ready 
money which my Lord and the Squire 
ho often lack is at hand. The aristoc- 
racy of birth have, however, had, hither- 
to, at least one signal advantage as 
compared to the others — permanency. 
The fleeting character of even the 
most splendid commercial fortunes is 
being painfully r?;c:nplified just new 
in the north of England. The home of 
Mr. Vaughan, of Bolchow and Vaugh- 
an — whose father bequeathed him a 
palaco in which the smoking-room cost 
$150,000, and a single mantel-piece 
810,000 — was in the market last 
month, and three weeks later a fruit- 
less attempt was made to sell Grey 
Towers, the princely scut of another 
great Cleveland iron-master. The 
houso had cost ;?2r)0,000, but only 
#150,000 was bid for it, inclusive to 
the estate, 390 acres. Only those 
who have seen such places can realize 
how completely they illustrated the 
auctioneering phrase, "defiance of ex- 
pense." To fancy and to realize were 
one. Thcso great northern commer- 
cial persons very rarely have houses 
in London, and, unless in Parliament, 
seldom mako any effort to "set into 
society" there, but live in a world of 
their own around the seal of their 
business.

Killed uy an Electrical M achine 
— TuitniHLK Fate of a Snow Ele- 
phant.-— Cooper, Bailey & Co., proprie- 
tors of the London and International 
Australian shows, have sustained a 
heavy loss in the death of the elephant 
Romeo, which took placo under pecul- 
iarly horrible circumstances in Boone- 
ville, Mo., last Tuesday. Romeo was 
one of the ten trained elephants whose 
performances have so far been one of 
the most attractive of the show, and 
was valued at §35,000. One of the 
appurtenances of the show is an im- 
mense electric apparatus which is used 
in connection with the electric light 
that supplies illumination for the entire 
canvas of the circus. This macbino 
consists of a large magnet and an im- 
mense armature, which is made to re- 
volve two hundred and fifty times in a 
minute by means of a thirty-live horse 
power engine. The apparatus is of in- 
tense electrical power, a knife-blade 
held within two feel of it becoming so 
heavily charged with the current that 
it can be used thereafter as a loadstone. 
Last Wednesday Professor Sherman 
was getting his battery in readiness for 
the afternoon performance, had "fired 
up," set the machine in motion, and 
click, click, went the lights one after 
the other, as the electricity flew along 
the insulated cables. When all was in 
working shape the Professor sauntered 
off leisurely, and had not his attention 
called to the machine again until he 
heard an unearthly roar and a crash 
coming from the direction of the bat- 
tery. He was startled, as was also the 
small army of boys and idlers on the 
outside. Everybody rushed to the 
spot. The roars continued to resound 
through the canvas, and for a while 
the greatest consternation held the 
crowd. On approaching the vicinity 
of the electric machine Romeo was 
found in the throes of death agony, and 
with his trunk torn away by the roots 
from its base. The poor beast lay there 
shorn of its strength, and presenting a 
horrible, mutilated appearance. Ev- 
erything was done that it was possible 
to do for the dying animal, but its ag- 
onies were terrible, and when at length 
it gasped its last there was a feeling of 
relief among those surrounded its I 
mountainous corpse. Joseph Kinslow, I 
the leader of the band, who witnessed J 
the accident, says that Romeo, who 
was roaming around in his tent with 
his nine giant companions, shambled up 
to the machine and was sniffling at the 
armature when its trunk was caught 
in the revolving apparatus, and the an- 
imal was thrown violently to tho 
ground and the trunk carried away by 
tho whirling machinery. Professor 
Sherman righted his apparatus in a 
short time, and a few necessary repairs 
were immediately made. Romeo was 
buried within the show grounds. — 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

RAMS A i?D GUN BO ATS; 



In a recent number of the Saturday 
Review a now species of craft for war 
purposes is described. This strange 
vessel, which is called the Polyphemus, 
may best bo characterized as a ship re- 
sembling a swordfish, which is to do to 
ironclads what swordfishes are said to 
do to whales. She is. it appears, to 
some extent cylindrical in form, her 
upper portion being convex. She is 
of course tapered at the ends to form 
bow and stern. Her lower portion is 
not circular, but it is of a V shape, so 
that her cross section is very similar to 
that of a peg-top. The vessel when 
afloat will bo deeply immersed, only 
part of the cylindrical or convex upper 
portion will be above water. This and 
a part of the vessel below the water 
lino will bo covered with steel armour, 
but it is to be observed that the plates 
will only bo three inches thick. There 
is to bo a light superstructure and a 
hurricane-deck above the curved part 
of the vessel, and on this deck some 
light guns arc to be carried, but these 
of course will he of no more avail 
against ironclads than pistols would be 
against a brick wall. It will be by her 
ram and her torpedo lire that tiie polyp 
homus will bo able to work terrible 
mischief and perchance to sink ships as 
mighty ns the Alexandra or Hercules. 
The ram consists of a massive spur pro- 
jecting twelvo feet beyond the end of 
tho vessel, and so fitted as to strike be- 
low the water-line. Beneath it there 
is a torpedo port for discharging White- 
head torpedoes, and there are two 
others amidships which will also dis 
charge torpedoes under water; but even 
these three ports do not represent all 
tho Polyphemus' capacity for sending 
forth oxplosives, as a torpedo firo sim- 
ilar to that of steam-launches will bo 
practicable from the armoured decks. 
By a very peculiar arrangement of tho 
ballast it will be possible to lighten the 
vessel and to cause her to rise, if, owing 
to injury in action, sho sinks below her 
proper water-line. 

Now, it is clear that this extraor. 
dinary man-of-war will, though practi- 
cally without guns, possess tremendous 
offensive power, and that she may 
prove a deadly antagonist even to such 
ships as the Lepanto or tho Italia. In 
action the superstructure and hurricane 
deck would probably be shot away, and 
there would be nothing to fire at but 
the curved aud armoured deck, or, as 
it seems more natural to say, back of 
the vessel, which only rises four feet 
six inchos above tho water, and ol£ 
which cannon-balls would probably 
glance. The Polyphemus will bo able 
to deliver a terrible thrust below water, 
and to send forth torpedoes in a man- 
ner which may so shatter the bottom of 
an ironclad as to sink her, in spite of 
many watertight compartments. Of 
course she will not be able to do this 
without running risk of being rammed 
herself, and this risk will be very 
great unless she has great speed and 
wonderful handiness. Both qualities 
she will probably possess. As to her 
speed there cannot be much doubt, as, 
with a displacement of 2,0-10 tons, she 
has engines of 5,500 horse-power. Of 
her handiness nothing can be known 
for certain until she is afloat, but 
doubtless it will bo found that the con- 
structive staff of the admiralty have 
shown their accustomed skill. Tf very 
quick and very handy, tho Polyphemus' 
will be likely to be a most formidable 
foe. Should she engage nn ironclad, 
the latter may bo unable, owing to the; 
shape of tho Polyphemus' back, and to 
the small amount of it which shows 
above water, to do any great damage 
by her guns, while at every moment 
sho runs the risk of being rammed to 
to death or of having her entrails torn 
out by torpedoes, To one danger, 
however, tho aggressive Polyphemus 
will apparently be exposed. As al- 
ready mentioned, she carries on her 
hurricane-decks some light guns, which 
are intended as a defence against a 
boat or torpedo attack. In action, 
however, the hurricane-deck, and all 
that there is on it, will very probably 
vanish; and then against such attacks 
the Polyphemus will bo helpless, and 
may be very possibly captured or de- 
stroyed by skilful and resolute men. 
The Review then continues that it is 
much to bo regretted that this eccen- 
tric vessel is not now ready, for if she 
were, the justnoss of the views of ac- 
complished naval architects as to naval 
warfare might be shown by a practical 
and highly interesting experiment. Tho 
Admiralty could ootain much praiso for 
enterprise and liberality by lending 
tho Polyphemus for alternate weeks to 
each of the two Republics in South 
America which are now at war. Theories 
would bo tested by practice and invalu- 
able kuowledgo would be gained, while 
very possibly both Chili and Peru 
would be ablo to point to the fact that 
a hostilo navy had been sent to the bot- 
tom, and would ba grateful to tho 
friendly power that had helped them. 
Unhappily thePolypkemua was thought 
of too late, and tho chanco of learning 
much which is of profound interest to 
scientific minds had boon missed. Of 
courso this is nobody's fault; but 
it is painful to think that a 
golden opportunity has been lost, 
and that, had the Polyphemus 
been finished sooner, a war between 
two petty States might havo beon made 
tho means of determining problems of 
tho most absorbing interest. That tho 
Admiralty havo shown great boldness 
and enterprise in constructing this tor- 
pedo ram, and have proved that they 
aro by no means unmindful of a pos- 
sible change in naval warfare, can 
hardly be disputed. Tliey r are accused 
of having allowed the Chinese Govern- 
ment — of all others in tho world — to 
steal a march on them. It has long 
been thought by men who wero well 
competent to form an opinion on the 



matter that an ironclad might be de- 
stroyed by gunboats carrying heavy 
pieces of ordnance. The committee on 
tho Inflexible, it may be remembered, 
stated that tho most dangerous attack 
to which the vessel could be exposed 
would be that of a flotilla of gunboats ; 
and several years before their report 
appeared much attention had been 
given to the offensivo powers of these 
little vessels as against <}reat ships. 
The Admiralty did not neglect tho 
matter, which was brought to their 
notice by Mr. Geokce Rkndkl, ami a 
large number of gunboats have been 
constructed. These, however, can only 
carry LS-ton guns, the shot from which 
is of little uso against some ironclads: 
| and this fault has, it seems, been very- 
obvious to tho inventive mind of Mr. 
Rexdel, w ho, after giving much atten- 
tion to tho subject, devised vessels with 
far greater powers of doing damage. 
His designs were, it is said, submitted 
to the Admiralty, and were approved 
by the Board of Construction, but, ow- 
ing to some want of money, could not 
be carried out. The Chinese Govern- 
ment, however, fortunately came to the 
aid of science and thought. Frighten- 
ed by the ironclads which another great 
thinker, Mr. Reed, was building for 
tho Japanese theocracy, they called on 
Sir William Armstrong and his asso- 
ciates to aid them. Gunboats, it was 
thought, would be able to maul Mr. 
Reed's works of art; and two gun- 
boats, each carrying a 2G l -ton gun, 
were built from Mr. Rexdei.'s plans, 
and sent to China. Then followed two 
more, carrying 38 ton guns; and now an 
inventive genius has made a further 
step, as four vessels have been con- 
structed which, it seems, would bo 
likely to prevail in combat against the 
stoutest ironclads now afloat. Such, 
at least, is the impression to be derived 
from a long account of them which has 
appeared in the Times. The writer of 
it is so filled with admiration that he 
can hardly find words to express his 
enthusiasm; and certainly it must be 
said that the gunboats and guns con- 
cerning which ho is so eloquent seem 
to bo the result of great knowledge and 
of great skill. These vessels are of 4-10 
tons displacement only, and each 
carries a 35-ton gun; so that, for their 
size, their offensive power is extraor- 
dinary. The guns are of the Elswick 
type, uud no doubt arc admirable 
weapons. According to the writer in 
the Time*, they aro unparalleled. He 
aflirrus that "their power and range are 
enormously increased" over tho 38-ton 
guns of the British navy, such as the 
Dreadnought carries, and that they 
"havo a superiority of 15 per cent, of 
penetrative power over them." This 
is owing to the "marvellous powder 
charges which they burn, which are 
235 lbs., or 75 lbs. more than the high- 
est experimental charges which have 
vet been fired from the British service 
12i in. 38-ton gun." After these state- 
ments follows an elaborate comparison 
of the two weapons, in which tho vast 
superiority of the Elswick gun is very 
fully set forth, and the writer goes so 
far as to say that "it would seem as if 
the Thunderer and the Dreadnought 
would be disabled by tho mosquito fleet 
before their turret guns would be 
brought within effective range." Later 
on in the. article the vessels and tho 
method of moving the guns are describ- 
ed with much admiration, and even the 
report which is made when these can- 
non are fired is thought worthy of men 
tion.

Chas. Collins and Thos. Saunders, on 
remand, charged with assaulting Chas. 
Carter with intent to do him grievous 
bodily harm. 

His Honor proceeded to give judgment 
in this case. Ho said that he had care- 
fully looked over the evidence and had 
considered the points raised by counsel 
for the prisoners. He thought, however, 
that in consenting to try the prisoners 
under the Summary Trial by Consent Act 
lie had pursued a lenient course. Had 
they been prosecuted under the 17th 
clause of tho 32-33 Vict., chap. 20, which 
says, " whosoever unlawfully and mali- 
ciously by diii/ means whatsoever wounds 
or causes grievous bodily harm to any 
person " shall bo liable to imprisonment 
for life or for any term not less than two 
years, the position of the prisoners would 
have been very serious. No jury who 
had hoard tho evidence could do other- 
wise than find* thorn guilty of maliciously 
and unlawfully throwing Carter over the 
rail with intent to do him some grievous 
bodily harm. The object of punishjng 
offenders was to deter others from com- 
mitting crime and scenes like the one just 
enquired into would become frequent if 
passed over lightly. Carter was not freo 
from blame in the matter, but ho had paid 
a heavy penalty. His Honor convicted 
the prisoners and sentenced thorn each to 
suffer six months' imprisoment with hard 
labor and also to pay a fine of §50 with 
costs of prosecution and in default of pay- 
ment throe- months' additional imprison- 
ment His Honor hoped this would be a 
lesson to them for they were young and, 
from all accounts, hard-working men. If 
during their term of imprisonment tiioy 
were reported for good conduct that might 
have the effect of lightening thesontonco. 

The prisoners wore then removed. 

M. Fannigan, charged with being d. 
and d., was fined the usual penalty and 
ordored to pay 8- costs incurred in bring- 
ing him to the lock-up. 

Ah For, a Chinamen, charged with 
supplying intoxicating liquor to Indians. 
Three months' imprisonment with hard 
labor and fined SoO; in default of pay- 
ment one month's additional imprison- 
ment. 

Ah Lee, for a similar offense, was sen- 
tenced to ono month's hard labor and 
fined S50; in default an additional month. 

Thomas Hayes, at large on his own reeog- 
nizanceand charged with stealing a coatand 
vest tho property of Charles Hanson, fail- 
ed to appear and f fis Honor directed a 
sontence of 3 months' imprisonment with 
hard labor to be recorded against him. 

Halibut Fishing- hy an Amorican 
Vossol. 

A short time ago an American schooner 
ran into Knight's Inlet or. the British 
Columbia Coast, filled up with halibut, 
which the crew packed in ice, and then 
stood away for San Francisco. As British 
Columbia has not boon admitted to tho 
benefits of tho Washington Treaty, inshore 
fishing by American vessels in these wa- 
ters is a violation of international law and 
cannot be permitted, if, however, Uncle 
8am would like to " swop" tho free entry 
of our fish and fish oils to American ports 
for fishing privileges in these waters the 
Provinco would be found, like Barkis, 
"willin 1 ."

The steamship California arrived from 
Alaska at o'clock this evening. 

It is related of the late Charles More- i 
house, who died at St. Joseph's Hospital 
on Friday, that about six years ago, while ! 
prosperously engaged at Yale in this Pro- 
vince, ho received a communication from a 
London solicitor announcing that by the 
death of an uncle he had fallen heir to an i 
estate valued at £60,000 in England. Mr. 
Morehouse immediately broke up his es- 
tablishment at Yale and undertook the 
expensive journey to England with his 
family. On reaching that destination he 
found a cousin, another Charles More- 
house, in possession of the estate. Inves- 
tigation showed that tho Charles More- 
house of British Columbia was not the 
person of the same name mentioned in 
the will. Both being absent from ling- 
land at the time of the uncle's death tho 
mistake was very natural, and the old 
adage of " many a slip " was again exem- 
plified in the fate of our late fellow-citizen.

Thk steamer Cariboo-Fly will arrive 
this afternoon from Nanaimo. 



It will be remembered that several 
months ago we recorded tho fact that 
three men, named Bradshaw, Keely and 
Murphy, who had boon engaged by Capt. 
Wm. Moore to cut wood on one of the 
islands off tho northwest coast, became 
discontented with the nature of their em- 
ployment and left the island in a dugout 
hoping to be able to reach one of tho fish- 
ing establishments not far distant. They 
failed, however, to accomplish thoir peril- 
ous task and as days and weeks passed by 
and no tidings of them were received it 
was surmised that they had been carried 
out to sea and drowned or had perished 
from sheer want. But such was not tho 
caso. A gentleman who arrived hero from 
the northwest coast on board tho stoamer 
Western Slope informs us that tho men, 
after drifting south 13 days, were upsot 
noar Capo Farewell and rescued by Kit- 
kata Indians, who took thorn to Kitamat 
Arm and there held them in slavery, com- 
pelling them to assist in making salmon 
traps and allowing them but ono meal of 
tho very coarsest description por day. 
They remainod in this condition of servi- 
tude for three weeks suffering very severe 
privations; but at last the Kitkatas. either 
from fear of being detected in thoir act or 
from some other motive, took the captives 
to the establishment of the Windsor Can- 
ning Co. , Skoona river, where they have 
arrived in a half famished and almost 
undo condition. 

Smuggling. 

Has it never occurred to our authori- 
ties that Wrangel, situated as it is, consti- 
tutes an admirable base for smuggling 
Amorican goods into our own territory 
along the seaboard I According to infor- 
mation just received this illicit trade is 
carried on to a very considerable extent, 
both among Indians and whites, to the 
manifest injury of our revenue and of our 
own legitimate trade. Nor is this to bo 
wondered at. Indeed, it would bo pass- 
ing strange if under existing conditions it 
wore otherwise. Under tho new tariff tho 
inducements to smuggle are simply enor- 
mous, and with hundreds of miles of un- 
guarded seaboard tho facilities are equal 
to tho inducements. The coast trade is 
rapidly extending and, under proper re- 
strictions, it would be all our own. But 
we are assured that American goods smug- 

fled in from Wrangel are retailed to the 
ndians and others at prices lower than 
our own dealers can possibly purchase for 
wholesale in this market. That this con- 
traband trade is certain to expand rapidly 
under tho present tariff, uttering such a 
high premium for smuggling, cannot ad- 
mit of the slightest doubt- unless, in- 
deed, some energetic and practical inea 
siiros bo taken to repress it, and our 
object in directing attention tn i lie sub- 
ject is that the authorities may bo induc- 
ed to atlopt some repressive measures. 

Ooast Mail Sorvico. 

Even tho most casual observer will real- 
ize tho material expansion of tho commer- 
cial and industrial interests along our 
magnificent stretch of seaboard; and those 
who have taken the trouble to investigate 
and think must see how very important 
these interests are destined to become in 
the no distant future. And yet all these 
growing and w ide-spread interests are ab- 
solutely neglected in respect of the vital 
matter of mail service. There ate three 
or four steamers passing up and down 
once or twice a month and there is nei- 
ther postoffice nor mail servico to meet 
thu pressing needs of commerce, industry 
and settlement. Surely it only requires 
that those elected to look after our inter- 
ests at Otta.va shall make proper repre- 
sentation of the matter in order to have 
ho obvious a want supplied.

The gold is line, but I 
could pick it out with the point of my 
knife. 1 learn that tho creek is about 21 
miles long and takes its rise in a lake 
from which high, rough mountains riso 
abruptly. I like tho look of the creek, 
and think something good will bo struck 
in it ; the gold is very pretty, and I think 
it will fetch a good price."

Morning Dispatch. 

INDIA. 

London, Sept. 12. — Tito Viceroy of 
India telegraphs a sketch of military 
arrangements under date of Sept. 11th: 
Gen. Roberts will have 5000 men, 
consisting of two brigades of infantry 
and one of cavalry. This forco takes 
possession of the country from Shutar- 
garden Pass to Cabul and from Shu tar- 
garden Pass to Thull. The country 
will be held by 4000 men under Gen. 
Gordon and the Khyber line front 
Peshawaur to Ghundamuck will bo 
protected by GC00 men in addition to 
tho Peshawaur garrison. This forco 
will provide a movable column to hold 
Jaggalallak and communicate with 
Cabul. Reserves at Peshawaur and 
Rawul Pinni will number 5000 men. 
The above force will represent a divi- 
sion capable of meeting all opposition. 
It will have its headquarters at Cabul 
and an army line to tho base of Pes- 
hawaur. It will have a second lino by 
way of Shutargardon till that pass is 
closed, after which Gen. Roberts will 
look for maintainance to Cabul and 
Peshawaur. The Khyber column is in 
activo organization. Troops are now 
advancing to occupy Dakka. Guides 
are pushing on to Bazawal. A corres- 
pondent at Allahabad says tho orders 
are to occupy Cabul, with or without 
tho Ameer's consent. 

Simla, Sept. 12. — Yacoob Khan has 
written to the Governor of Candahar 
informing him of the massacre at 
Cabul arul ordering him to follow the 
atlvico of the British authorities. The 
Government has sanctioned tho con- 
struction of n railway in Robin Pass. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Sept. 12. — An explosion 
occurred to day in tho colliery of the 
Crewe Coal and Iron Co. at Leycott. 
Five persons are known to be killed. 

London, Sept. 12. — The earthenware 
manufacturers of Henley will renew 
contracts with their workmen only at 
10 percent, reduction of wages. Mas- 
ters oppose arbitration which tho men 
desire. Sixty thousand workers are 
affected. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Sept. 12. — The re- 
bellious Kurds havo been defoated and 
dispersed with considerable loss.

FRANCE. 

Paris, Sept. 13. — Another detach- 
ment of pardoned Communists has ar- 
rived at Port Vendres. 

Nothing is known in diplomatic cir- 
cles of the resignation of Count Von 
Beust. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 13. — North Lanca- 
shire cotton operatives have issued an 
energetic appeal to the masters against 
the reduction of wages, urging its use- 
lessncss for tho improvement of trade 
which would be better attained by tho 
adoption of short time fora few months. 
Thoy argue that a reduction of wages 
will eventually, by decreasing the pur- 
chasing power of the country, ruin tho 
home trade and reduce operatives to 
pauperism or serfdom. Twenty mills 
are now practically closed at Ashton 
because of the strike, which is also as- 
suming serious proportions at Mossly. 

WEST INDIES. 
Jacmel, Hnyti, Sept. 13. —A firo 
hero destroyed the principal stores in 
tho most flourishing business centres. 
Only fireproof buildings remain. Tho 
loss' is estimated at . £'000,000. Ware- 
houses by tho sonside escaped destruc- 
tion. 

INDIA. 

Simla, Sept.. 13 — General Roberts 
has telegraphed for four additional re- 
giments. The military authorities have- 
decided to increase both the Kurum 
and Khyber columns to 12,000 men 
each. It has been decided there is no 
possibility of a sudden dash on Cabul; 
but it is believed there will bean early 
collision between outposts. Disquiet 
among border tribes is increasing. The 
vagueness of tho communications 
brought by tho messenger of tho Ameer 
to Ali Khiob causes fear in some quar- 
ters that he has already alienated him- 
self from alliances. 

London, Sept. 13 — The Home Gov- 
ernment telegraphed the Viceroy of 
India last night expressing approval 
and gratification at his military ar- 
rangements. The political department 
of the India office here consider it ex- 
tremely probable that Korat, Badaks- 
han and Balkh will support the revolt, 
but it has no definite uews on the sub- 
ject. The very absence of news from 
those districts is acceptod as evidence 
that the country beyond Cabul is prac- 
tically in tho hands of Herat troops, 
which is considered exceedingly pro- 
bable. 



' DeKalb, Mibs., Sept. 8. — The hear- 
ing of the evidence in the trial of Hen- 
ry J. Gully for tho murder of Cornelia 
Chisholm, on April 17, 1S7S, began to- 
day. Seventy witnesses, thirty-two for 
the State and thirty-eight for the de- 
fense, were sworn ami excluded from 
the court room. 

MRS. OHI8HOL.\l'S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Chisholm was the first witness. 
She testified that an excited crowd of 
men entered DeKalb on the evening of 
April "28, 1877. It was largely in- 
creased the following morning. Sin- 
clair, the sheriff, arrested her husband 
on the morning of the 29th. He ask- 
ed to be placed under guard in his own 
house, and besought an instant investi- 
gation of the charges against him. Arm 
ed men kept coining around the house; 
Sheriff Sinclair conversed with them 
and then talked to Chisholm; Chisholm 
told tho crowd: — "You cowardly scoun- 
drels, you will kill me before evening ; 
but before you do it 1 will make some 
of you bito tho dust." Sinclair came 
to my husband at about 1 1 o'clock and 
said: "Thoy say you must go to jail." 
McClellan, myself, my sons Clay, 
Johnny and Willie, and my daughter 
Cornelia accompanied my husband to 
jail; wo wero clinging to him to shield 
his body ; Moseby and Overstreet went 
insido the jail with the party and the 
door of tho lower floor of tho jail was 
locked behind them ; the entire party 
went upstairs ami the door was locked 
on tho inside. I was sent home by my 
husband on an errand ; the crowd were 
firing as I came back toward the jail. 
I saw old man McClellan fall, pierced 
by several buckshot, behind the jail. I 
rushed inside the jail and found tho 
stairway crowded with men. Rossor 
was at the top of the stairs and Wm. 
Gully was trying to break the lock of 
the upper door with axes. My daugh- 
ter Cornelia, my son Johnny and Mr. 
Overstreet wero holding the door on 
the insido. My daughter's face was 
blooding. Rossor said to my daughter: 
" Damn your soul, T will blow your 
brains out if you don't get out of the 
way." Rossor fired the first shot 
through the broken lock which severed 
my son's hand from his arm. The door 
was then broken open and my little 
boy fell shot through the heart. Some 
one insido fired and Rosser fell dead. 
Two men caught him by the heel and 
dragged him down stairs. My Lus- 
band was bewildered at the death of 
Johnny. 1 and my son Clay carried 
tho dead boy down stairs. Cornelia, 
and her father came down stairs 
Henry .J. Gully came up and raised 
his gun. I closed the grated door at 
the bottom of the stairway. My daugh- 
ter elapsed my husband around the neck. 
Gully fired through the grates of tho 
door. My daughter .screamed, "1 am 
shot!" Judge Chisholm opened the door, 
and as he stepped out Henry Gully 
came out of an adjoining room with 
another gun and fired at him and he 
fell. Clay and I assisted my husband 
in reaching home. My daughter was 
bleeding in the face and nor eyes were 
blackened as if from a blow. She was 
shot in the wrist, in the ankle and 
heels. Sho was shot by Henry Gully, 
and died on the 15th May. She died 
from the effects of her wounds. 

Mrs. Chisholm produced Cornelia's 
bracelet which was broken and driven 
into her arm, and also five buckshot 
taken out of her body. 

Cross examined — Mrs. Chisholm 
stated that she begged Rosser by the 
God that made him, tho mother that bore 
him and the wife whom he loved to be i 
satisfied with the blood of Gilmer and i 
McClellan. He replied: "John Gully i 
had a wife and he would shoot any j 
woman wdio stood between himself and j 
Chisholm." Defense asked the witness 
if she did not know that Cornelia died | 
from the effect of an operation! Wit- I 
ness said she did not know. Jn relat- [ 
ing the scene connected with the death 
of her son Johnny, Mrs. Chisholm 
fainted. When asked if Sheriff Sin- 
clair was not overpowered by the mob, 
she said she could not tell whether the 
sheriff commanded the mob or the mob 
commanded the sheriff. I

Rollsieus Intelligence. 

Friday, July 2i>tb, Dr. How, Dr. 
Barclay, Dr. Speedily and Dr. Ridley 
knelt at the altar of St. Paul's, Lon- 
don, before Archbishop Tait, and rose 
Bishops of Bedford, Jerusalem, Travan- 
core and Cochin, and New Caledonia. 

The Rev. Peter Lorimer, D.D., Prin- 
cipal of the Presbyterian College in 
London, is dead. He was a native of 
Edinburgh and a graduate of its Uni- 
versity. He was incensed in 183G, 
and in the following year went to Lon- 
don, where ho spent his life as pastor 
and as professor in tho Presbyterian 
College. 

The Convocation of York has been 
discussing the Athanasian Creed, but 
has come to no agreement. The Bish- 
op of Durham, Dr. Lightfoot, said tho 
use of the Creed, which was nota creed 
in the proper sense, should be made 
optional, nnd he moved to amend the 
Rubric accordingly. He regarded the 
damnatory clauses as a stumbling 
block. The Bishop's motion was lost, 
as was nlso one removing tho Rubric. 
The English Church Union has ad- 
dressed a paper to both Convocations, 
protesting against further license in 
respect to the use of the Creed. 

The Rev. R. Fisk accused himself of 
grave offenses and resigned as pastor of 
the Grand Rapids Universalis! Church 
two years ago. He now says that he 
confessed more than tho truth, calm 
thought on the subject having convinc- 
ed him that he painted himself too black, 
and 1 asks to be reinstated. 

Over the triple doorways of the 
Cathedral of Milan there aro throe in- 
scriptions spanning tho splendid arches. 
Over one is carved a beautiful wreath 
of roses, and underneath is the legend, 
"All that which pleases us is but for a 
moment." Over the other is sculptur- 
ed a cross, and there are the words, 
"All that which troubles us is but for 
a moment." But underneath the great 
central entrance in the main aisle is the 
inscription, "That only is important 
which is eternal." 

An exchange says that "Dr. Morgan 
Dix, of Trinity Protestant Episcopal 
Church, New York, in his 'Manual of 
the Christian Life,' warns Churchmen 
not to attend the places of worship of 
tho denominations of sects. 'Go not at 
all,' he says, 'neither to hear preaching, 
out of curiosity, nor to oblige friends. 
Keep to The Church alone. Y r ou have 
naught to do with those without the 
Church, but to pray for thorn and treat 
them with kindness." That is, leave the 
world outside tho Protestant Episcopal 
Church to perish.

liUNICIPAL BYX.A-W. 

A }l>ilaw to prohibit the erection ofjf r ood<in 
Building* within certain Fire Limit t , 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tho City bounded 
on the North by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Broad street and on tho West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in- tho Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
front centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Wails made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plato of Roof , and party , Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Widl Plate of Roof. Koofu shall be cov- 

j eretl with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Firo and tho "Walls alialL- 
be sn constructed as to separate all Wood 
Worlc thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
: exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
! tho apex of Hoof should exceed the hoight 
: of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
| covered with such material as will afford 
: protection against Fire. In tho case of 
j Gables tho Walls aro to be carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in thin 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, "Wood or "Wharf 
Sheds. 

!t. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

•1 Tho Wooilun Building within tlie 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of tho Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
| the Fire Wardens, which permit slwll 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within tlie said 
.Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
ntoro than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall Ire kept on rile in tho 
ollice of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Firo 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits, 
j 0. Whenever any building shall bo by 
I any means so much injured us to bo, in 
I iln> iudonient of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
: Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
I in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
| and a majority of the Firo Wardens, be 
; damaged by tire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual valuo, tho Chief En- 
! gineer shall causo to be served upon the 
j owner or person having control thoreof a 
; notice requiring such person to remove 
: the same forthwith, and the person ro- 
1 ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
I after receiving tho same comply with the 
! requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as the caso may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tivo Story Building* — 
Foundations to bo not less than twontv- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
tho case may bo. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to bo not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persona violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw- shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

0. Tho Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and the Firo WardonB 
arc required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thoreof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo citod for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870. '
